And  Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  extend  the  remedies 
given  in  favor  of  Judgment  Creditors :  iJe  it  Enacted  that  any  Person  having 
obtained  a  Judgment  Order  or  Decree  for  the  Payment  ot  Money  or  Costs  against 
any  Person  shall  be  entitled  to  sue  out  a  Judgment  Debtor  Summons  in  Manner  and 
Form  as  the  Same  is  now  directed  to  be  sued  out  by  the  said  last  mentioned  Act, 
and  such  Creditor  shall  be  entitled  to  sue  out  such  Judgment  Debtor  Summons, 
independently  of  and  in  addition  to  any  Writ  of  Execution  against  the  Goods  or 
Lands  of  any  Debtor
